It had no denomina- 
tion alliances, Whentheiuetitutiou WKB 
poor and needy Banker Brown proposed 
to give 8300,000 towards an endowment, 
but hofiitated bcoaute ho had no assur- 
ance of permanency of its oiintenceor 
ottbodoxy. To secure this endowment 
the seminary waa placed under tho 
authority of the Fre&byteriitn ohurob, 
Ex-Governor Edwin D. Morgan then 
donated 8150,000 upon the assurance 
that the seminary was permanently 
under the control of the Presbyterian 
church.
